MEMORANDA. 


Population.—The quarterly estimate of population as at 30th September 
showed the number of persons in New South Wales to be 1,487,680. 
The increase in population since the beginning of the year has been 
at the rate of 24 per cent. per annum, the largest relative increase for 
thirteen years. 

Trade.—The imports were valued at £2,977,789, and were the highest for 
any month during the year. Of this amount, £1,346,457 was the 
value of Australian produce transferred from other States, and 
£1,631,332 goods of oversea origin, of which £1,494,281 were 
imported directly from abroad. The imports of oversea produce, 
which fell off at the beginning of the year, are now increasing each 
month. Compared with October of last year, there was an increase 
of £189,721 in these goods, principally in apparel and soft goods, 
drugs and chemicals, metal manufactures, and sugar. The figures 
for ten months show a total increase in the imports of £2,075,791, 
and in goods of oversea origin of £422,642. The chief articles 
showing increases are those mentioned above, except sugar. Machines, 

. implements, and timber show heavy falls. Gold for coinage shows a 
considerable increase. 

The oversea exports for the month show an increase of £1,506,760, 
and for the ten months of £184,555, compared with the corresponding 
periods of last year. There was a large increase in the export of 
wool during the month to the extent of £1,210,488, and in other 
staple articles, and it may now be expected that this year’s exports 
will be even larger than those for last year, notwithstanding the 


decrease in the export of gold during this year. 


Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for October show that the revenue 
was £1,020,874, or £128,598 more than in October last year. There 
was another large increase in the returns from Railways, and 
increases from taxation and Crown lands. The Commonwealth 
surplus was £37,976 more than in last October. The expenditure 
during the month was £1,190,002, or £901 more than last October. 
The increase was accounted for by increased payments of interest 
and on Railways and Tramways. During the first four months of 
the financial year the revenue has increased by £136,913, and the 
expenditure decreased by £5,863, as compared with the corresponding 
period of last year. The chief feature has been a large increase in 
revenue from Railways and Tramways, amounting to £161,079. The 
receipts from land show a falling off of £66,447, and the surplus 
returned to the State by the Commonwealth increased by £24,517.

Banks.—The banking averages continue to exhibit surprising results, as, 
contrary to the usual experience, the deposits were higher and the 
advances lower than at the end of the March quarter. On 30th 
September, the deposits exceeded the advances by £3,438,763. 
Compared with the corresponding figures for last year the deposits 
were £3,180,505 higher and the advances £175,300 lower. The 
reserves of coin and bullion are higher than ever before, and also 
the amounts on deposit, both those not bearing and those bearing 
interest. At present, the rates for fixed deposits are 2 per cent. for 
six and 3 per cent. for twelve months. 


Railways.—The report on Railways and Tramways for the quarter 
ended 30th September shows satisfactory results. Compared with the 
corresponding quarter of last year the railways show an increase 
of £121,654. The expenditure, after making liberal provision for 
renewals, shows an increase of £15,624, the net result being an 
improvement of £106,030. There was an improvement in traffic, 
both coaching and goods, although wheat and flour show a falling off. 
Relatively the earnings increased by 4d. per train mile, and the 
expenditure decreased by 2$d. per train mile. 

Prices.—The rise in prices among practically all the staple articles was 
still maintained. The industrial metals advanced still higher, while 
the movement in wool, tallow, and skins, was also upward. Butter 
remained at the same level as in the last two months, which was the 
highest since the end of 1903. The general index number for the 
month was 1,210, and was the highest for any month since the end of 
1901. For pastoral products the index was 1,269, and for metals, 
1,210. 


Meteorology.—During the month several falls of rain were experienced, 
which were most timely, and extended over practically the whole 
State, being especially useful in the north and central western slopes. 
The rain was plentiful, and should prove of great benefit to the crops. 
The average temperature wes unusually low.
